We strongly urge you to take immediate action to call the Senate back into session to pass H.R. 

8, the Bipartisan Background Checks Act and H.R 1112, the Enhanced Background Checks Act*

Again, we urge you to follow the leadership of the House Democratic Majority and immediately 
come back into session to pass H.R 8, the Bipartisan Background Checks Act and H.R. 1112, the 
Enhanced Background Checks Act, that could prevent dangerous criminals from obtaining 
weapons and save lives.
